Shawne--an attractive 
blonde Wayne County mother 
of two--could have fallen 
through any of the multiple 
cracks in the social safety-net 
many times in her young life. 

• She was the product of an 
alcoholic family. 

• She was a victim of incest. 

• She was a chronic overea- 
ter as a child. 

• She wrote God off at age 
14. 

• Later at the age of 18, she 
married an alcoholic. 

Through it all there were 
long years of isolation, first as 
the child in a single-parent 
home and later as a single par- 
ent herself. 

Shawne could have fallen 
through. But she has refused to 
become “just another one of 
America’s negative statistics.” 

Instead she looks forward to 
1992 with a new found joy and 
hope. 

The 27-year-old single- 
parent will graduate with a 4.0 
average this April from a 
Michigan university with a ma- 
jor in journalism and tele- 
communications and have her 


own cable TV program. 

She already has won nu- 
merous journalism awards in- 
cluding one for her senior 
thesis-a complex report on 
how the media covered the 
Vietnam war. 

It has been a long tough 
transition for the bright young 
mother. To beat the odds, when 
many around her were collaps- 
ing, it took a lot of personal grit 
and the fellowship of several 
area support groups- includ- 
ing the Romulus Help Center. 

As a child of an alcoholic 
father, who abandoned the 
family when she was only 9 
months old, she began her first 
periods of isolation. Her fam- 
ily during those early years 
consisted only of her mother 
and a sister. 

She calls her mother “a reli- 
gious fanatic, who wouldn’t let 
me cry or feel any emotions. I 
was told to turn all my hurts 
over to God-not feel them, 
share them or cope with 
them.” 

Later after her mother re- 
married, Shawne became an 
incest victim. 

Like most incest victims, 
her mother refused to believe 
that Shawne was being sexu- 


ally abused by her new hus- 
band. 

Shawne, already lonely and 
isolated, felt devastated. She 
rebelled. “I wrote God off at 
14.” 

Food became both her best 
friend and religion and soon 
she weighed 230 pounds. 

She feels that much of her 
childhood was buried in the 
maze of body fat, silence and 
emotional denial 

She slimmed down, met a 
man when she was 18 and mar- 
ried him three years later. He 
was an alcoholic.. .and she di- 
vorced him three years later, 
despite the wealth and fash- 
ionable suburban home he af- 
forded her. 

“My husband w a? already 
into his fourth drunk driving 


charge, when we divorced” she 
said. 

For the past four years, 
Shawne has been on the trail 
to recovery. 

First she sought counseling. 
Then she began attending 
meetings of Adult Children of 
Alcoholics-upon the encour- 
agement of her therapist. 

Minutes after sitting down 
at her first ACA meeting, she 
realized “Finally, I’ve come 
home.” 

Yet despite the warmth ex- 
hibited by the group, Shawne 
said “I couldn’t talk for six 
months-I was in such pain. I 
felt if I opened my mouth, I 
would cry (and I had been 
trained as a child not to cry).” 

After months of attending 
su<h meetings, iithe jgroup 
helped me melt. .my defenses 


eroded, my mask began to fall 
off.” 

She also attended Survivors 
of Incest Anonymous meetings 
and received valuable help 
from a therapist at the Ro- 
mulus Help Center. 

“These people are now my 
extended family-the kin I turn 
to when pressures are heavy,” 
she said. 

“After four years, I finally 
am beginning to feel the loss of 
my birth dad,” she said. (While 
her dad is still alive, the heal- 
ing process is “extremely pain- 
ful”, as are renewing ties with 
other family members). 

“I find it a miracle to feel 
pain-but use it to focus on re- 
newal. It opened a feeling of 
great joy last Christmas (1990). 

“It was magical -about mid- 
night a pounding erupted at 
my door and when I opened 
the door I found a doll and a 
flannel nightgown. The doll’s 
name is “Virginia” (named af- 
ter the girl, who sparked the 
editorial “Yes, Virginia There 
Is A Santa Claus” many years 
ago. 

“Like Virginia, I too now be- 
lieve in Santa Claus,” she said, 
“and because of these people, 

I’m reclaiming my lost child- 


hood.” 

In addition “I have re- 
opened communication with 
God.” Shawne does it through 
her private, but heavy prayer 
life and meditation, rather 
than church involvement at 
this stage of her recovery. 

“For the first time, I feel joy 
when I talk to God. I know he’s 
listening.” 

As a parent of a young son 
and daughter, I realize “to be a 
healthy parent, I need to be 
honest-not perfect.” 

Having given up life in a 
massive house and now con- 
tent to live in a small box-like 
apartment, I knew that the 
greatest gift I could give my 
children this Christmas “was 
me.” Because of that “they had 
a ball.” 

In an effort to break her 
family cycle of alcoholism and 
non- communication (which 
reaches back to the days of her 
grandparents), Shawne said “I 
want my children to feel life. I 
won’t tell them to stop crying. I 
don’t want to murder their 
soul.” 

Shawne smiles wistfully. 
“Children need to be listened 
to. Thank God I’m a great Us 
tener too.” 


Long distance walker 
finds health on track

As a child, 71-year-old Mil- 
dred Qualls walked to school, 
church and any other place not 
on her parents Illinois farm. 

“We only had one horse,” 
the spry Romulus senior citi- 
zen declares, “and he was 
strictly for work, not for per- 
sonal riding or pulling car- 
riages.” 

Today as a resident of the 
Romulus Towers (a senior citi- 
zen housing site), Qualls not 
only walks the quarter-mile 
track in Senior Park 10 times 
each morning, she does a re- 
peat walk-athon again in the 
afternoon. 

Upon returning home each 
day she ignores the building 
elevator and hikes up five 
flights of stairs -because “it’s 
good for me.” 

Qualls is quite proud of her 
family’s heritage of health. “I 
grew up in a family of 10 and 
nine of us are still alive.” 

Unlike most seniors, Qualls 
enjoys the cold weather and is 
happy that the track is cleared 
of snow regularly by recre- 
ation department employees. 

Because of her vigor and 
pace, Qualls usually walks 
alone. To keep her mind as ac- 
tive as her body, Qualls carries 
3-by-5 inch cards bearing 
handwritten Psalms. 

“I’ve tried to memorize 
many of the shorter Psalms.

I’ve been a Sunday School 
teacher for 40 years-so I have 
to try to stay ahead of my stu- 
dents. They are getting 
smarter and smarter -thus I 
need to try to memorize the 
Psalms. But I find it takes 
longer to do as my mind is not 
as sharp today, as it was when I 
was a teenager,” she said. 

When she isn’t memorizing 
scriptures, Qualls said, she is 
listening to tape recordings of 
sermons from her former 
church-St. Stephens Lutheran 
Church of Detroit 

She was a member there for 
37 years, until her family 
talked her into moving out of 
Detroit following a pair of bur- 
glaries in her small house. 

“I loved that house and 
church, but agreed times had 
changed and I needed to seek 
safer quarters,” she said. 

Switching to Romulus was 


difficult at first, because she 
has always been a very socia- 
ble person and she knew few 
people in the city. 

But her friendships have 
grown as she now attends St. 
Michael Lutheran Church in 
Wayne and spends a great 
many hours socializing with 
other seniors in the commu- 
nity portion of the 126-unit se- 
nior housing project. 

She and her husband, John, 
a General Motors researcher, 
raised three children (two 
daughters and a son). 

When he died 23 years ago, 
Qualls was forced to seek a job 
for the first time in her life. 
She quickly obtained an office 
job and “changed jobs often- 
since I was always trying to 
better myself while raising the 
children.” 

Having read 270 paperbacks 
since arriving in Romulus, 
Qualls spends some of time 
sewing for her grandchildren, 
when she isn’t brightening up 
other seniors lives downstairs. 

“I don’t walk in the rain”- 
since carrying an umbrella 
cramps her style and aggra- 
vates her arthritis. 

“Arthritis continues to 
bother me (her shoulders, 
hands, knees, etc), “but I re- 
fiise to be afraid or let the dis- 
pleasure get me down.” 

Qualls said, “my walking 
makes my doctor happy” and 
“keeps me healthy.” 

And that’s the most impor- 
tant thing for Qualls, for as she 
said, “I want to see my grand- 
children grow up.”

Tommy Collins, 21, a former 
fast food restaurant worker 
from Romulus, was charged 
Friday with the stabbing 
deaths of a Taylor mother and 
daughter last May. 

Detective Mark Tonge 
charged Collins with the first 
degree felony murder count. 
He is incarcerated without 
bail at the Wayne County Jail. 

The victims were Carlyn 
Reno, 46, and her daughter, 
Robin, 21. Both died after be 
ing repeatedly stabbed in the 
head, neck and back. 

Carlyn *s body was found in 
her bedroom and her daughter 
was discovered in the living 
room. 

Kenneth Reno, husband 
and father of the victims, re 
portedly found the bodies less 
than an hour after they died, 
police said. He initially was 
charged with the murders, but 
as police probed the killings 
further they found he was not 
the assailant He was released 
from custody in October. 

When asked if Collins acted 
alone in the murders, Taylor 
police would only say “the in 
vestigation is continuing.”

Free eye exams 
offered to needy

Free eye exams for those 
who fall within certain income 
ranges and do not have vision 
care insurance will be offered 
throughout Michigan during 
Save Your Vision Week March 
1-7. 

This is the second year for 
Vision USA, a public service 
project sponsored by the Mich- 
igan and American Optometric 
Associations. 

“More than 8,000 optometr- 
ists nationwide provided 
nearly 40,000 free eye exams 
during last year’s successful 
Vision USA program,” said 
William Dansby, executive 
vice president of the Michigan 
Optometric Association. 
“Ninety percent of the people 
examined had eye health or vi- 
sion problems, and 15 percent 
had never received an eye 
exam.” 

According to Dansby, to 
qualify for care under Vision 
USA, a person must be work- 
ing at least part time and have 
no vision care insurance. A 
person also must not have had 
eye care within the past year, 
and be able to meet the follow- 
ing income requirements: 

• A monthly income of $600 
or less, or annual income of 
$7,000 or less for a household

of one. 

• A monthly income of $765 
or less, or annual income of 
$9,000 or less for a family of 
two. 

• A monthly income of$l,025 
or less, or annual income of 
$12,000 or less for a household 
of three. 

• A monthly income of $1,275 
or less, or annual income of 
$15,000 or less for a family of 
four. 

• A monthly income of $1,700 
or less, or annual income of 
$20,000 or less for a family of 
five or more. 

“The willingness of these 
optometrists to devote time 
and resources to helping the : 
underprivileged is commend- 
able,” Dansby said. “Proper 
eye care is an important part 
of maintaining overall health, 
and I urge all who are inter 
ested to check their eligibility 
for the program.” 

Area residents who are in- 
terested in the free eye exam 
program must call 
1-800 7664466 in January to be 
screened for eligibility and be 
referred to a participating op- 
tometrist The phone number 
will not be activated until Jan. • 
1, and will be effective only 
during the month of January.

Businesses that make in- 
vestments in manufacturing 
and in equipment would re- 
ceive a tax credit if a bill intro- 
duced last week by U.S. Rep. 
Sander Levin is approved. 

Levin said the new tax in- 
centive will help jump-start 
the economy. 

The Investment Tax Credit 
for New Manufacturing Equip- 
ment Act of 1991 would pro- ’ 
vide a 7.5 percent tax credit for 
companies that invest in plant 
and equipment “integral to the 
manufacture of tangible prop- 
erty.” 

The credit targets invest- 
ments that directly aid the 
manufacturing process, and 
applies only to new invest- 
ments that go beyond what a 
company would have under- 
taken as a regular course of ac- 
tion. 


He added that the “goal is to 
reverse the trend of under- 
investment in manufacturing 
equipment during the 1980s 
and close the gap in capital 


stock between the U.S. and our 
major trading partners.

Winter car care tips offered 


Faulty batteries cause the 
majority of car starting woes, 
but a few preventive steps be- 
forehand can short-circuit 
problems, suggest officials at 
AAA Michigan. 

‘‘Last winter, we dispatched 
service trucks 326.841 times to 
help motorists with winter car 
trouble, especially battery re 
lated problems/* said Gerald 
Gutowski, AAA Michigan 
Emergency Road Service Man- 
ager. “While battery trouble is 
the most common culprit in 
winter, it is also among the eas- 
iest problems to prevent.” 

Today most cars have 
maintenance-free batteries 
which don’t require regular 
fluid checks like the older ver- 
sions, but measures still must 
be taken to keep the battery in 
top condition. Car owners 
should check the following 
areas before the onslaught of 
winter, always wearing safety 
glasses when working with a 
battery: 


• Check battery cables. 
Frayed cables should be re- 
placed and loose ones tight- 
ened. 

• Clean corrosion from bat- 
tery posts and clamps by using 
a stiff brush and a solution of 
baking soda and water. To re- 
vent corrosion from returning, 
smear a light coating of petro- 
leum jelly over the battery 
posts and connections. 

• Watch for cracks and 
bulges in the battery case and 
for loose terminal posts. 

• Check the level of battery 
fluid in serviceable batteries. 
To find out if the battery is the 
cause of the starting problems, 
have someone watch the front 
of the car while the driver 
starts the engine with the 
headlights on. If the lights dim 
when the ignition is turned, 
chances are the battery is the 
root of the trouble. If they 
don’t, the problem usually lies 
elsewhere. 

To keep your car from feel- 


ing under the weather this 
winter, officials from AAA 
Michigan suggest putting it on 
a “liquid diet.” 

One of the most important 
fluids to remember is plenty of 
gasoline, said Gerald Gut- 
owski, AAA Michigan Emer- 
gency Road Service Manager. 

“It’s vital to keep the gas 
tank at least half full at all 
times during the winter 
months,” Gutowski said. 
“When the tank is less then 
half full, condensation can oc 
cur and possibly result in a 
fueline freeze and costly re- 
pairs.” 

• Windshield washer sol- 
vent. Keep the reservoir filled. 

• Antifreeze. A hydrometer 
should be used to check the 
strength of antifreeze in the ra- 
diator. The proper mix is 50 
percent water and 50 percent 
antifreeze. The mixture should 
be good for 36 degrees below 
zero.
